August Belmont has entered upon an experiment 
which may sooner or later result in the abandon- 
ment of Long Island as a place for wintering race 
horses by all wealthy owners. He has built a mile 
track, with a comfortable set of stables at Garnet, 
S. C., and moved his entire string there from Baby- 
lon. Among the horses transferred were the Hast- 
ings colts Masterman and Leonid, the speedy filly 
Amicitia and a number of two-year-olds bred at the 
Nursery Stud. 

Masterman is Mr. Belmont’s most promising 
three-year-old, and Amicitia, if she should take a 
growing streak, is apt to develop into a first rate 
three-year-old filly. She won several valuable filly 
stakes last spring in the very best eastern company 
and showed speed of a high order. Notone of these 
horses will start north again until the beginning 
of the Washington Jockey Club’s spring session at 
Benmings, which will inaugurate the Jockey Club’s 
racing season for 1902.
